UNSEATED BY CONVENTION 


Hopkins Men Had Complete Control 
of Convention and Chairman 
Quinn Ran Things To Suit 
Himself Despite Prece- 
dent or Right.

Springfield, Ills., June 
nominations -were made at the demo- 
cratic convention today. Jons P. Hop- 
kins, of Chicago, will succeed himself as 
cnairman of the state central committee. 

William R. Hearst received’ from the 
democratic state convention what the 
Hopkins faction, which completely dom- 
inated the proceedings, knew he wanted, 
and Mr. Hearst’s campaign managers, 
who aspired to control the democratic 
party in this state, received what John 
P. Hopkins thought wah coming to them, 

The Illinois delegation was instructed 
to vote for Mr. Hearst at 8t. Louis as 
long his name remained before the 
convention. 

Mr. Hearst’s campaign managers, who 
attempted to ride into power by the aid 
of his name, received absolutely no con- 
sideration whatever from the convention. 
The Harrison party. which came solely 
from Chicago, and which was pledged to 
the support of Congressman James 32, 
Williams, was routed comlpetely. 

Carter R. Harrison was unseated as a 
delegate and took a train for home with- 
out going near the convention. Both his 
faction and the Hearst party were as 
nothing compared to the strength and 
skillful management of the convention 
exuibited by Hopkins., 


Quinn;s Ruthless Gavel. 

At the same time it must be said that 
never before in I!linois has there been a 
bolder display of ruthless gavel rule 
than that exhibited by Joan P. Quinn, of 
Peoria, who presided over the conven- 
tion, both as temporary and permanent 
chairman. He paid absolutely no at- 
tention to men or motions wnaen it did 
not gibe with the interests of the Hop- 
kins plans for him to do so, and in one 
instance at least he declared a motion 
carried before the Hearst people had 
voted on it. The commttee on resolu- 
tions finished its work early, but it was 
decided by the chairman to withhold it 
until ne knew what action the Hearst 
people would take on the report of the 
committee on credentials. 

There was a long walt of two hours 
before this body was prepared to re- 
port, and as J. J. Kane, of East St. 
Louis, who was to read the report, came 
upon the rostrum, a line of police offi- 
cers marched in and suggestively formed 
a long line in front of the speaker. They 
were facing that officer and it was sug- 
gested to them that danger was expect- 
ed from the opposition direction. So 
they turned and confronted the delegates. 
The report of the committee on creden- 
tials was brief and pithy. It simply 
said: 

“We believe everything done by the 
State central committee in seating and 
unseating delegates was just and proper 
and we recommend that {ts work be in- 
dorsed.”’ 

Then came bedlam. The Harrison and 
Hearst people shrieked ‘‘Roll call,’’ jump- 
ed up and down in their chairs, yelled 
“robbers,”’ ‘‘thieves’’ and a few other 
things less polite. They were so wrath- 
ful that they could not wait to listen 
to the reading of a minority report, 
which recommended action opposite to 
the report first read. When quiet was 
finally restored the ayes and noes on 
the substitution of the minority for the 
majority report was called for and it 
was lost. The adoption of the report 
Was called for. 


Vote of “Noes” Disregarded. 

“All thiose in favor say ‘Aye,’ ” shout- 
ed Chairman Quinn. ‘“Aye,’’ came ina 
thunderous shuut. 

“Those opposed ‘No.’ ” 

Bang went the gavel. 

“The ayes have it,’’ said the chairman 
and then ‘‘No” yelled the Harrison nnd 
Hearst men. ’ 

There were more frantic shrieks of 
“roll call’ and the chairman said: 

“You can have a roll call on the re- 
port of the resolutions committee. We 
will give you anything you want—after 
awhile.’’ And that was all the comfort 
the Hearst people obtained from the 
proceedings until they were given a 
chance to vote on the question of in- 
dorsing their candidate in the St. Louis 
convention. 

Pending the arrival of the committee 
on resolutions, a motion was carried @di- 
recting the convention to proceed with 
the nomination of candidates for state 
officers.

The distance of his head- 
quarters makes the negotiations drag.

I venture the statement that nothing 
in the history of Georgia can be held to 
have had a more potential] bearing on 
the future well-being of the state soon to 
come into extstence as a part of the new 
republic than the immediate turning at 
the close of che revolution, even in the 
chaotic and impoverished condition of 
the colony, to the essential necessity of 
the proper education of the citizen, as 
the commanding factor, in the upnuild- 
ing and maintenance of a democratic 
form of government by a democratic peo- 
ple. The struggle for independence of 
England, tn so far as conflict upon the 
fleld and on tthe sea was concerned, had 
ended and that independence had been 
gained, but it was independence without 
creditable government, cohesiveness of 
purpose, dignity of power or well con- 
celyed political ideas of how best to con- 
serve what had heen secured in the years 
of strife from Wextngton to Yorktown. 
The scheme for a new government had 
not been evolved. The constitution was 
yet to be born. A new republic of hap- 
pily united discordant, jarring and jeal- 
gus colonies, with power sfficient to 
maintain authority at home and gain for 
itself respect abroad, was seemingly a 
distant if not Impossible thing. when the 
wisdom of a far-seeing 
found expression in the § historle an- 
nouncement which gave to the people of 
Georgia a state university. 

A distinguished scholar has declared 
that the preamble to the act for the final 
establishing of the universnty by the 
state ‘“‘would do honor to any legislature 
and will stand as a monument to the wis- 
dom and patriotism of those who framed 
and to those who adopted it.” And who 
that has studied it will declare the praise 
bestowed to be extravagant? I quote the 
words of it that teday we may relearn 
from them !fts lesson of political phi!oso- 
phy bottomed upon truth and as sound 
us the eternal verities. 

“As it is the distinguishing happiness 
of free governments, that civil order 
should be the result of choice and not 
necessity, and the common wishes of the 
people become the laws of the land, their 
public prosperity and even existence 
very mucb depends upon sultably form- 
tng the minds and morals of their citi- 
zens. When the minds of the people in 
general are viciously disposed and un- 
principled, and their conduct disorderly, 
a free government will be attended with 
greater confusions more horrid than the 
wild, uncoultivated state of nature. 
can only be happy where the -publiec prin- 
ciples and opinions are properly direct- 
ed and their manners regulated. This is 
an influence beyond the reach of laws 
and punishment, and can be claimed only 
by religion and education. It should, 
therefore, be among the first objects of 
those who wish well to the national 
prosperity to @ncourage and support the 
principles of religion and morality and 
early to place the youth under the form- 
ing hand of society, that by instruction 
they may be moulded to the love of vir- 
tue and good order.”’ 

If I interpret the language of this pre- 
amble aright this university stands as 
the visible expression of the doctrine that 


the citizen is a prerequisite to a proper 
respect for the administration of law, ad- 
vancement of morals protection of rights 
and maintenance of order. It further 
proclaims the closer relationship which 
should exist between th@ state upon the 
one hand and its educational]! institutions 
on the other, and that in the well-being 
of those institutions the people them- 
selves are vitally concerned. It could 
not occupy higher ground nor discharge 
a more sacred duty. The ultimate object 
of every school of learning must always 
be the education of the citizen, not only 
as to this duties as a citizen, but as to 
the importance of a continuing interest 
in the exercise of them. If it fail in this 
respect and sends forth either the mere 
scholastic or the devotee of commercial- 
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ism, {It contributes nothing to the happl- 
ness of the state and of the nation. 
Popular Will Greater Than Law. 

The basic principle of democracy is the 
exercise of the largest power on the 
part of the people restricted by the least 
number of legal restraints. I have lit- 
tle faith in what has been termed the 
“‘all-powerfulness of the law’ in times 
when questions of far-reaching ftmport- 
ance are to be decided. The ‘‘be it enact- 
ed’’ of a legislative body has never yet 
wrought a great reform where a moral 
question was involved, and it never will, 
for in the higher range of political ob- 
ligations the nfind end action of the cit- 
izen are controlled by the consensus of 
educated thought which is moulded into 
an assertive public opinion, 

It is in recognition of the force 
the school sheuld exerciSe in the 
tion of a healthfu] public opinion 
every question of public discussion 
the modern university enters upon the 
broader plane of education. The day of 
mere scholasticism in the class roOm mas 
the beginning and end of a college or 
university education, has ceased, and 
its steaqd teacher and scholar are busy 
with questions of political and social 
economy, the science of government, the 
problems of business and experiments of 
agriculture; in a word, al] the essentiais 
which make up the duties of practical cit- 
izenship. I hail the new departure wita 
a sense of profound satisfaction, and for 
the increasing force of our growing nation 
wemustdemand that education enter into 
every man’s occupation; an education 
that enables him to investigate, to weigh 
and to decide, 


Warning Against Socialism. 


But, in this wider fidld of undertaking 
there is one measure of protection upon 
which the thoughtful citizen should in- 
sist at the hands of those who have to 
do with the control and policies of in- 
stitutions of learning. There must be no 
tolerance of the doctrine of the socialst, 
whether it take the form of a mere 
tellectua] intoxicant or of a virulent dis- 
ease. No school can in justice to the high 
duty which it owes to the state and na- 
tfeg stand sponsor for doctrines which 
demoralize the individual, work harm te 
the public good and contravert the fun- 
damental principles of our whole social 
and pMitical fabric. I am neither an 
alarmist nor a pessimist, and yet I can- 
not but fee] the need of a strong as- 
sertion of a healthy public sentiment in 
protest against the teachings of even 
who but make profession of an 
intellectual socialism. In the face 
such perversion of true economic teach-

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PLANTERS FEAR 
MEAICAN WEEVIL 


But So Far the Pest -Has Not 
Appeared in Georgia 


Great Variety of Bugs Sent to State 


Entomologist Wilmon Newell, 
but So Far No True Spe- 
cimen of the Boll Wee- 

vil Has Appeared. 


State Entomologist Wilmon Newell has 
been called upon within the last few 
weeks to examine and report upon a 
dozen or more lots of bugs from various 
sections of the state, all of which were 
found in cotton fields or on cotton plants, 
and which were supposed to be damaging 
the cotton to no small extent. 

In most who 
bugs feared they were the genuine Mex- 
ican boll weevil which has done sucb 
extensive damage jn the Texas and other 
trans-Mississippi cotton fields. In every 
case, however, it has proved to be some 
other sort of bug, and if harmful at all 
to the cotton plant, far less so than the 


instances those sent tne 


Texas pest. 

Recently a box containing a number of 
bugs and caterpillars wags sent to Mr, 
Newell from a cotton plantation near 
(‘uthbert, Ga. Tt was thought the bug 
was the true boll weevil, and the planters 
of that section were very much wrought 
up Over its appearance there. 

“The bug,’’ said Mr. Newell yesterday, 
“was only the acorn weevil, and attacks 
practically nothing but acorns. A few or 
them or quite a number ot them might 
have been found in the cotton fieid, but 
they do no damage to the cotton plant. 
The catterpillar, on the other hand, was 
the true boll worm which is common in 
Georgia and has been for some time. 
But the boll worm is not the boll weevil, 
nor is it anything like haif so bad. About 
10 per cent of the squares in the field 
from which these came had been destroy- 
ed by the boll worm. ‘This worn can be 
killed out by s(prinklings paris green, 
as many farmers know. 

“Lip to the present time, 
boll weevil has not made its appearance 
In Georgia,’ Mr. Newell continued, “At 
least no specimen of it has been discov- 
ered. and with the very careful investi- 
gation that is being made, it would prob- 
abiy be found pretty soon after its ar- 
vrival.”’

Cotton Ihice Found. 

The Constitution received from Messrs, 
Birdsong and Kendrick, of Mayfield, Ga.., 
a box containing some _ cotton piants 
which were covered with 4a multitude of 
emall black bugs. The bugs wefe not as 
large as a pin head, and many of them 
were so small that their legs couid not 
be distinguished, nor were there any 
signs of life except when they were in 
motion. 

The letter accompanying these bugs 
stated that they were quite thick o.#° a 
twelve-acre field, and that they seemed 
to be sapping the life out of the plant. 
In the box were several Jady bugs, which 
ecemed tec be feeding on the small black 
bugs. 

These bugs were sent yesterday by 
The Constitution to State Entomologist 
Newell, who pronounced them “common 
cotton Liee.” or aphids. In his raply 
regarJling them Mr. Newell says: 

“The very small insects upon the cotton 
from Messrs. Birdsong and Ken- 
of Mayfield, Ga., are the common 
Iiee, or aphids. These are not 
likely to do much damage aside from 
what they have already done. Their in- 
jury is most noticeable when the cotton 
emall. and as the mants get 
larger their attacks are less severe. In 
addition to this they are preyed upon 
abundantly by lady bugs and other para- 
sitic insects, and, as a usual thing, it 
takes these parasites but a few weeks to 
entirely check the ravages of the lice, 
In this package from Messrs. Birdsong 
and Kendrick were several of these com- 
mon lady bugs, showing that these bene- 
ficial insects are working upon the lice 
ir, their fields as well as in others all 
over the state.”’ 

It is very gratifying to note that out 
of the numerous and varied assortments 
of bugs sent to the state entomologist 
from Georgia cotton farms there has been 
nothing like the Mexican boll weevil. 
The nearest approach to It was in the 
rag-weed weevil, Which bore a gtrong re- 
semblance to the boll weevil, but was 
very much larger and of a »fferent color. 
Inless the ravages of the boll weevil 
are checked by the red ant, which has 
been brought in to fight it, the chances 
are it will in time get to Georgia, but 
that it has not arrived yet seems a cer- 
tainty.

England on account of the high price | 


and searcity of cotton this year was giv- 
en yesterday by J. Mollison Kidd, head 


of a big Dundee, Scotland, spinning conte | 
pany. Mr. Kidd is touring the south for | 


the purpose of investigating the cotton 
situation and is spending 
davs at the Aragon. 

‘The fact is,” said Mr. 
sponse to q question, ‘that 
the cotton mill operatives in England 
are on the verge of starvation. The dis- 
tress is worst fn Yorkshere, where most 
of the large mills are located. The op- 
eratives, dependent by the thousands on 
the mills, just as they have been for 
generations, have had their means of 
livelihood taken suddenly away from them 
and they are left penniless and helpless, 
for they know nothing but spinning and 
waeving and opportunities to secure em- 
ployment in those lines are barred and 
closed against them. 

“A great deal of suffering has been re- 
lieved by public @id., subscriptions and 
the like, but the number of people in 
volved in the depression of the spinning 
industry is so large and the depression 
has been so prolonged that this public 
aid can bring only a small and tempo- 
rary relief. 

“The only salvation, in the optnion of 
English mill men, Is the same factor that 
has been the source of the trouble, that 
is the high price of cotton. It is the prey- 
alent opinion in England that the cotton 
planters of the south will be so attract- 
ed by the advanced price ef the staple 
that they will increase the cotton acre- 
age to An unprecedented extent and by 
so doing bring the price down and in- 
crease the supply. 

“As to the boll weevil—we don’t worry 
much abroad about the boll weevil. I 
have noticed that alafmiSts owr here 
have said much concerning that pest, but 
we feel confident that this year's crop 
will be large enough to ease the siWua- 
tion in England. I manufacture cotton 
bagging myself and am over here to look 
over the situation and incidentally to sell 
some of my mill's product if the cppor- 
tunity presents itself. 

‘I landed In New York just a couple of 
days ago and am going to New Orleans. 
(People I met coming over sald I couldn't 
afford to miss Atlanta and as TI had sev- 
eral letters of introduct{6n to people tn 
the city I stopped over. I'm glad now 
that I did. You certainly have a beau- 
tiful city here and considering {gs age 
a marvellously large and progressive city 
as well. I was considerably and pleasant- 
ly surprised in Atlanta. 

“My trip over was on the ‘Campania’ 
of the Cunard line and one of my fel- 
low-passengers was Marconi, the inventor 
of wireless telegraphy. His papers were 
printed daily on board ship and we had 
the European and American news in mid- 
ocean just as promptly, though perhaps 
not quite so much in detail, as you have 
it here in Atlanta. Signor Marconi is a 
young looking chap and one of the 
pleasantest fellows in the world. Some 
of the passengers gave a concert in the 
ship’s saloon for the benefit of the Sea- 
man’s Charities, of Liverpool, and Mar-

John W. Conger, a popular St. Louis 
drummer, is spending a few days at an 
Atlanta hotel and in the course of a 
conversation yesterday related some very 
interesting things .about St. Louis dur- 
ing world’s fair Times. Said he: 

“The Inside inn and several of the 
larger hotels in St. Louis are already 
crowded with guests and a remarkable 
thing has resulted. The hotels are sim- 
ply unable to handle the mail that comes 
to their guests. Several of the largest 
hostelries have been compelled recently 
to send several sacks of mail a day back 
to the postoffice simply because they 
could not assort and distribute the great 
volume of mail matter dumped at the 
hotel offfces. Postmaster Weyman has 
found this to be something of a problem, 
and he, together with some of the most 
capable men in the St. Louis postoffice, 
are trying to figure out a solution. 

‘Hotel prices are rather steep in St. 
Louis and by early in July will be still 
higher. One of the largest hotels !s 
getting $6 a day for rooms, that being 
the minimum for any room in the build- 
ing and the minimum on the European 
plan at that. By July 2 these $6 rooms 
will cost guests $10, however. 

“The price of the room is gauged by 
the number of people it would accommo- 
date under ordinary circumstances. The 
$6 rooms are for two people, but if four 
people desire to occupy one of them they 
stlll pay only the $6 all told, that being 
the price of the room and not the price 
each guest has to pay.

NOW HAS PEACE 


Riile Has Given Way fo Haim- 


less. Revo:ver 


General Bell Still Sends Out Mili- 
tary Parties Daily To Scan 
Country for’ Union Miners, 
but No Resistance Has 
Been Met. 


Cripple Creek, Colo., June 14.—With tne 
resumption of work in’ the mines, tne 
streets of ail the cities and towns in 
Teller county have taken on their normal 
appearance, A man with a rille 1s now 
rareiy seen, aithough many are carrying 
revoivers. 

The district,°apparently, is as sate to- 
day to the visitor or the resident as ever 
it has been. 

TWo posses scoured the country to the 
west of Cripple Creek without encounter. 
ing the armed bodies of men reported to 
be entrenched on West Four Mile and 
North Four Mile creeks. General He}: 
says he will send out military expedi- 
tions daily until he rounds up all retu- 
gees in the surrounding mountains, 

Adjutant General Sherman M. Bell, tn 
command of the military here, has issued 
a statement concerning the deportation 
of union miners and others from the 
Cripple Creek district Tne statement 
was prepared at the request of an eastern 
newspaper for an opinion as to why the 
deportations do not conflict with the pro- 
visions of the constitution of the United 
States aga t depriving any person of 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law. It reads in part as fol- 
lows: 

General Beiis Statement. 

“The powers of the military in dealing 
with an organized mob engaged in insur- 
rection against the lawful authorities of 
the state in a criminal conspiracy against 
the lives of its citizens, has recently been 
defined by the honorabie supreme court 
of this state in the case of Mover, to 
which [I refer you tor my authority. I 
am taking oniy such steps as are neces- 
Sary to restore peace in this community, 
and’ to render safe tne lives of its citi- 
zens. Many imnvucent lives have already 
been sacrificed, and the authorities of 
Colorado propose that these assassina- 
tions sali cease. 

“In older and more settled communi- 
ties the ejection of men who are not de- 
Sirdble citizens may be a slow process. 
The people of Colorado love order and 
peace and law, just as much as tnose of 
the older communities, but they 
times make thelr ejections in a hurry, 
and the murderous, unspeakable outrage 
at Independence’ station a week 
coming as a culmination of many hidden 
crimes,. all traceable to the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, precipitated such an 
ejection. 

“It is not uncommon out here for the 
peaceabie citizens to go to.a Man of the 
community and tell him to go, that he 
is not wanted. SucS a notice is never dis- 
regarded. The one notified goes for the 
good of the community; if there is no 
other jaw for it, there is at least the fun- 
damental one that gives the people the 
power to aang one man, send another to 
the penitentiary, fine a culprit, 
und the unwritten power to impose the 
lighter sentence of enforced departure 
to other ficids for those who, not having 
transgressed the written law, are yet 
ditsurbing elements in the general peace. 

“These men were deported to the Kan- 
sas-Coloradg Iine and more will follow 
tomorrow, for which No apologies are 
made to any one. Should they return 
they will be immediately placed in the 
military prison and there remain indefj- 
nitely.”’

When Three Tow Brothers Met James 
and Charles Rout, All Began 
Firing with Revolvers. 
Fight Occurred at Lo- 
cal Election. 


Bryantsville, Ind., June 1!4.—Three are 
dead and two wounded, one fatally, as 
the result of a duel fought on the Streets 
of this village today. The dead: 

JAMES ROUT, aged 32. 

CHARLES ROUT, 36. 

MILTON TOW, 24. 

Fatally wounded: 

James Tow, 32. 

Severely wounded: 

Frank Tow, 26. 

The fight is the culmination of a feud 
between the Rout and Tow families, 
which has existed for several years. The 
Routs reside at Bedford, 8 miles east 
of Bryantsville, and the Tow boys are 
farmers near here. The latter are rela- 
tives of the Tow family, which partict- 
pated in the notorious Tow-Bass feud 
which formed a bloody record for Law- 
rence county and southern Indiana. 

A free gravel road election was held 
here today and the little village of 300 
Was crowded. Farmers from the sur- 
rounding counties gathered and there was 
considerable drinking. Shortiy before 
noon the two Rout boys drove into town. 
The three Tow boys were standing in 
front of the election booth when the 
Rout boys drove past. 

Two weeks ago at a social affair the 
smouldering hostility between the two 
families had been rekindled by a fan- 
«led insult to Charles Rout by a young 
woman who favored one of the Tow boys. 

Within five minutes from the time the 
Rout boys arrived in town they were 
seen approaching the booth. The Tow 
brothers Grew together and after a whis- 
pered conversation of a few seconds, stood 
about 10 feet apart awaiting the arrival 
of the Routs. Each of the five men 
drew a revolver and each side advanced, 
all firing. The men were not 15 feet 
apart when the firing ceased and on the 
ground three lay dead, one dying with a4 
bullet through his neck and one still 
stood with a bullet wound through his 
arm and one in his side. 

The crowd ‘had scattered hastily when 
the snooting began and none of the by- 
standers were struck, although over 
twenty-five shots were fired. 

The wounded were taken to a store 
and their wounds dressed. The three 
deag were laid side by side on the coun- 
ter to await the arrival of the coroner 
and officers from Bedford. 

Sheriff Smith and three deputies left 
Bedford this afternoon for Bryantsville 
on receiving news of the shooting.

Judge Dickinson Makes No- 
table Address At 
Nashville. 


Nashville, Tenn., June !4.—Internation- 
al Arbitration was the subject of a nota- 
ble a®fress dt Vanderbilt university to- 
night. Judge J. M. Dickinson, of Chi- 
cago, and formerly of Nashville, who 
represented the United States -govern- 
ment before the Alaskan boundary. arbi- 
tration comission at London, was the 
speaker, the occasion being the anhual 
commencement literary address. 

The speaker described the numerous in- 
Stances of arbitration and treaties pro- 
viding for arbitration in the nineteenth 
century, in many of which the United 
States has been a party. Most signifi- 
cant was the Washington treaty of 187), 
which led tg the Geneva award in the 
Alabama case. 

Judge Dickinson then reviewed the ‘his- 
tory of The Hague conference, and said: 

“That Japan and Russia, two of the 
Signatory powers to The Hague treaty, 
have plunged into war without resort- 
ing to the Hague tribunal, gives no 
ground for serious concern as to the 
future of arbitration. No one but a 
dreamer ever expected al] wars to be 
abolished, Jt was a case where a policy 
of expansion. deemed too essential for 
national prosperity, was regarded by an- 
other power, though not the owner of the 
territory in question, as vitally inimical 


to its welfare. Such a question could 
only be settled by a voluntary abandon- 
ment of its authority by one of the pow- 
ers, or by war. No principle of inter- 
national law applicable to the settle- 
ment of such a conflict has yet been ac- 
cepted.”’ 

Reference was made to the public in- 
terest in the matter of international ar- 
bitration, abroad and among Americans, 
and in conclusion he said: 

View of South’s Position. 

“T regret to say that in our own soutn- 
land there has been Ittle or no coopera- 
tion. This cannot come from a spirit of 
indifference to such a beneficent work. 
It cannot come from ignorance of the 
hprrors of war. Perhaps the cause of 
our apparent apathy in regard to inter- 
national arbitration is that our attention 
has not been sufficiently called to the 
Subject. It will be to me an occasion 
of geat ®#iicitation if what I have said 
shall happily result in an organization 
here to put our state in thuch with this 
great philanthropic movement. Where 
the cause is so truly magnanimous and 
benevolent, I trust that I do not violate 
the proprieties of such occasion as if I 
endeavor to «ive it a practical direc- 
tion by urging upon you the duty of 
giving your indorsement and support to 
this work, in which those of all yeligious 
faiths and of no religious faith, and peo- 
ple of all nations can cooperate,

Aldeman, president of Tulane university, 
the leading educational institution of the 
gulf states, was today unanimously 
blected the first president of the Univer- 
fity of Virginia by the board of visitors, 
the governing body of the institution. 

While no notice of acceptance has been 
as yet received from Dr. Aldeman in an- 
Swer to the notification of election. it is 
not believed_he will decline. His official 
duties will begin in September at the 
opening of the university. Immediately 
the election was made public the general 
alumni association ana the university 
faculty held meetings and passed resolu- 
tions heartily approving the board's se- 
lection. Every member of the faculty 
wired congratulations to the president 
of Tulane, and assured him of their sup- 
port. * 

Dr. Aldeman was born in Wilmington, 
N. C.. May 15, 1861. His early educa- 
tion was received in locai schools, and in 
1882 he was graduated from the Uni- 
vereity of North Carolina with the de- 
wree of bachelor of philosophy. He at 
ence began feaching, and from 1884 
to 1887 was superintendent of the Golds- 
boro City schools. In 1889 he was chosen 
State superintendent of education, and 
in 1892 professor of English in the state 
normal college. From this position Dr. 
Alderman was called to the presidency 
of the normal college. On Apri] 15, 1900, 
he was elected president of Tulane uni- 
versity at New Orleans. There his ca- 
reer has been marked with much suc- 
cers,

Rome, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—The 
Pursuit of Jack Bone, wanted for the 
Killing of Zach Hall, is assumimng the 
nature of a feud and the most serious 
trouble is now feared in which scores 
of inen may become involved on both 
sides of the matter. For the past twenty- 
four hours Gone has been in hiding in the 
wildest section of Floyd county on a 
lonely ridge known as Rock mountain. 

A pd6sSe Of very determined men was 
rade up to go in pursuit of Bone, but 
when some of the scouts reached the 
reighborhood of Rock mountain they 
found much sympathy expresseqg for 
Bone and ominious warnings and threais 
reached them as % what would follow 
a further pursuft of Bone. This evening 
word reached the relatives of the mur- 
dered man, Hall, that certain relatives 
and friends of Bone had joined him in nis 
wild retreat and that provisions and am- 
munition were being suvplied them in 
large quantities. 

Word was sent that any aticmpt to ree- 
cue the man would mcet with the moat 
cetermired resistance, and if nec*ssary 
wholesale bloodshed. This has all had 
the effect of making Sheriff Byars and 
his friends juyt a Nttle more determined 
than ever to capture their man, but there 
can be no doubt that the danger is 
grave. 

Hall is promffiently connected and sv 
is Bone, and the outcome of the seige 
may result in involving a score or more 
of families in Floyd county. At first 
the killing seemed so cold-blooded that 
there was heard nothing but condem- 
ration for Bone, but something like a re- 
action has set in and now the man has 
rany sympathizers ’ 
Bone walked up to Hall last Thursday 
morning, it is said, and, without warning, 
shot him twice with a shotgun at close 
range. killing him instantly. He immedi- 
ately ran away and has been at large 
ever since. 

Hall was 54 years of age, and leaves 
three children. Bone is 24, and unmar- 
ried. There had been bad blood between 
the men for two years or more About 
two vears ago Bone, it 1s said, was snow- 
ing Miss Claudia Jackson much attention. 
Miss Jackson wags out walking late one 
afternoon alone, when, it 1s alleged, she 
was accosted by Bone, who insisted upon 
walking with her. She treated him very 
eoolly, which.was resented by Bone. He 
became very much enraged and drew a 
pistol. 

Matter Reported. 

She reported the matter to her father, 
and s warrant was sworn out for Bone’s 
arrest. IJall was deputized by the bailiff 
of State Line district to assist in making 
the arrest. The officer, in company with 
Hall, went to Bone’s home, where the 
latter was taken in custody. Bone was 
tried in the superior court and sentenced 
to a term in the chaingang, which he 
served. He returned to State Bine dis- 
trict, where he remained a while, and 
later went to Atlanta, where he worked 
a veur or more, working as a carpenter. 

He hud only been home about six 
weeks when he shot Hall. Friends of the 
hunted man claim that his treatment by 
Hall when the arrest was made two 
years ago was brutal and insulting in tne 
extreme, and that he was fearfuiiy mis- 
treated. It is also claimed that Hall was 

violent man. This is al] denied 

’ relatives and friends, who 
claim that the latter used no means to 
accomplish the arrest that were not 
justified by Bone's threatening and resist- 
ing manner when he was arrested. 

At any rate, both factions hve their 
violent partisans, and the gravest fears 
are entertained. Hall's brother put an- 
other hundre] dollars in the Citizens’ 
bank today as an additional reward.

FIFTEEN MEN

A called meeting will be held Friday 
night for the purpose of examining ap- 
plicants to take the positions made va- 
cant by the promotion of the fifteen su- 
pernumeraries, 

Ten additional men will doubtless be 
placed on the force January 1, 1905. 
This statement was made by Mayor How- 
ell, who said that, he had talked with 
the members of the finance committee, 
asking for twenty-five men. They agreed 
to furnish money for fifteen others to go 
on July ! and to get the money for the 
Other ten January ! of next year.

The promotion of these supernumera- 
ries leaves only four of the old men at 
work. They are C. Hathcock, C. W. 
Hood, W. F. Cornett and W. G. Phillips. 

As several men are away on leaves of 
absence, granted for an indefinite period, 
the four regular supernwmeraries will 
have constant work after the first fifteen 
go on as regulars, while the addition of 
the fifteen men to the regular force will 
cause additional vacancies temporarily 
that will be filled by the supernumeraries 
to be elected, thus giving work to every 
extra man. 

First in Eight Years. 

This addition to the regular force of 
Atlanta is the first in eight years and 
the commissioners contend that they 
have not enough men even now to prop- 
erly patrol a city the size of Atlanta.

Plant Insurance Money Has 
Been Largely Col- 
lected.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—It is 
reported that the bulk of the insurance 
written on the life of the late R. H. 
Plant has been paid, either to the execu- 
tors of the esiate, or to Receiver N. B. 
Corbin. 

As the larger portion of the insurance 
money, about $760,000, is payable to 
the estate, ang constitutes a fund out of 
which to reimburse creditors, the latter 
are geiting anxious for at least a patrial 
distribution. 

This anxiety is largely emphasized by 
the fear that pending litigation on the 
part of the Red Cypress Lumber Com- 
pany and the McCall Manufacturing Com- 
pany may possibly delay for a long time 
any distribution of these cash assets. 

Several large creditors have been dis- 
cussing the subject. and express the opin- 
ion that In order to relieve creditors who 
are in actual need of the money, the court 
might direct that a sum of money equal 
to the pro rata share of the McCall Man- 
ufacturing Company ané@ the Red Cypress 
Lumber Company in the cash on hand, 
applicable to distribution, be set acide 
and held subject to a legal determina- 
tion of their respective claims, and that 
the remainder be paid out by the receiver 
without delay, 

As a proof of their sincerity !n this 
connection, they Suggest that a commit- 
tee composed of the largest creditors will 
agree to make the distribution, without 
charge for their services, and furnish 
ample bond for the faithful performance 
of their duty in the premisqn 

It is c:atmed by these creditors that 
So much money was iost by widows and 
oMphans upon which they relied for sup- 
port that an immediate distribution of 
some of ths cash reccived from the insur- 
ance companies would come like Manna 
from heaven.

The case was argued today and given 
to the jury this afternoon by Judge Speer, 
in a clear and incisive charge, with in 
structions to bring in a sealed verdict, 
which will be announced in open court 
tomorrow.

CORN—Throughout the central valleys 
and middle Atlantic states corn has 
made slow growth.

WINTER WHEAT—As a whole winter 
wheat continues to advance favorably, 
but harvest has been interrupted_ by 
Trains in northern Texas_and Oklahoma.

A strong ‘influence upon the 
rise in prices was the sympathetic effect 
of the strength in. the tocal traction 
stccks led by Manhattan and shared in 
by interborough raptd transit on the 
curb. The dividend on the latter stock 
Out of aMnhattan’s excess earnings was 
an indication of the large current earn- 
ings of the passenger’ transportation 
companies of New York. Many rumors 
were circulated also to explain the de- 
mand. Reaction followed with some spe- 
cial presSure against the coalers. This 
was due to specific reports that proceed- 
ings against the coal commission had 
been determined upon as a result of the 
investigation conducted by the interstate 
commerce commission. Reading was car- 
ried slightly below last night on the re- 
action.
